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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I filed 8/27/03 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 20 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include 
the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. This 
should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the title, preferably as a separate 
paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet. The status of nonprovisional parent 
application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) should also be included.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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A) The term "synthetic" renders claim 46 indefinite. It is unclear as to whether the 
scope of term refers to fragments manually constructed through a oligonucleotide synthesizer or 
fragments derived from biological sources that have been processed through the intervention of 
person's hand e.g. restriction digestion, sonication, nebulization etc. Or whether the term refers 
to PCR synthesized nucleic acid. 



SUMMARY 

4. Claims 26-45, 47-59 are allowable. There is no prior art that teach or suggest the method 
of cleavage involving the first oligonucleotide, second oligonucleotide or target comprising at 
least one nucleotide analog. Concerning claims 82-89 there is no prior art that teach or suggest 
the method of detecting by cleaving the cleavage structure with second nucleic acid 
complementary to first section and its 3' end not extendable by polyemrase when hybridized.
